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(57) Abstract: A sentinel lymph mode detector (1) comprises an exciting light 
source unit (2) for applying an exciting light (10) to an organism observed portion 
(20) including a sentinel lymph node (21) near a tumor into which a fluorescent 
dye capable of emitting fluorescence is injected, an optical filer (3) through which 
a florescence image (11) passes, an imaging unit (4) provided integrally with the 
exciting light source unit (2) and adapted for capturing the fluorescence image (1 1) 
having passed through the optical filter (3), an adjusting unit (5) for adjusting the 
captured observation image, and an image display unit (6) for displaying the ad- 
justed observation image. The adjusting unit (5) adjusts at least one of the lumi- 
nance and contrast of the observation image. The lymph node detector is simple in 
structure and easy to handle, and creates a favorable image. 
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
